Man is a rebellious sort of creature 
with a tendency to resist adv ice for no 
other good reason than it was giv en by 
o ne of his friends. 
Some adv ice is good, some bad, some 
between both and much giv en by per­ 
sons who hav e axes to grind and are 
looking for someone to help turn the 
grindstone. 
VVe appreciate the position of Dr W. 
W. Bauer, editor of Today’s Health a 
magazine published by the American 
Medical Association, who .says that peo­ 
ple write in demanding all-out crusades 
against alleged ev ils running the gamut 
from alcohol to candy. 
.\nd we wish 
more people would write in to us like 
the Windsor fellow' who read our edit­ 
orial about how legislators can help the 
Ihiiv ersity of Missouri. Says he: ' Legis­ 
lators can help rentral Mi.'^soun State 
College at Warrensburg. too 
Sedalia 
has more .students there than at .M. U.— 
and needs help a lot worse.” 
And so we agree, no less than when 
we said in the same editorial that “edu­ 
cational institutions are beneficial to the 
whole community of Missouri, so where 
the in.stitutions are presently located 
does not matter. 
They must not he al­ 
lowed to become decadent.’’ 
But we’re just a bit off the track. 
Re­ 
turning to what Dr. Bauer said: “We 


are learning with painful slowness that 
health . . . cannot be bought with money 
alone. 
It requires exertion to acquire 
knowledge, and motiv ation to do the 
right things in the appropriate manner. 
. . . Health does not depend on diet, ex­ 
ercise, rest, recreation or upon any other 
single factor. 
All of the.se factors am 
operativ e in a balanced whole. . . .Many 
people are ov erzealous in the cause of 
better health. They tend toward fadism, 
extremism and emphasis on minor fac­ 
tors. losing sight of balance and propor- 
tior. of the whole . . . All these conflio 
ing interests and pres.sures must be re­ 
conciled in the effort to carry out 
a bal­ 
anced, sane, progressiv e and at the same 
time conserv ativ e, program in health 
education.” 
One concludes the pursuit of good 
health, just the same as our constitu­ 
tional right to pursue happiness, requir­ 
es the application of old-fashioned hors« 
sense. 
You can't hav e either unless you prac­ 
tice moderation in all things, a recom­ 
mendation as old as Confucius, and one 
which naturally siiggest.s an intelligent 
av oidance of extremes. 
For those who will heed adv ice, then, 
and play safe on the health question — 
be sure to undergo periodic medical 
checkups.

D. T. Mayer, bo th o f the Agricul­ 
tural Co llege faculty. One o f the 
graduate students, Bill Fo ley, o f 
Go o dman, gav e the repo rt at Chi­ 
cago . 
Using this test, the Misso uri re 
searchers fo und significant differ- 
ence.s between kno wn carrier co ws 
and pedigree clean co ws. A kno wn 
carrier co w is o ne that has pro ­ 
duced a dwarf calf and a clean 
co w is o ne who se pedigree is free 
o f the dwarf stigma. 
The test uses insulin injectio ns 
as a m eans o f putting animals 
under stre.ss. These injectio ns hav e 
bro ught abo ut a stro ng and swift 
increase in num ber o f white blo o d 
cells in the blo o d stream o f pedi­ 
gree-clean 
animals.
